The influence of the annual national 


automobile shows is farther reaching 
than Is commonly believed or even ad- 
milted throughout the Industry.

Philip Davis of Boston 
addressed 


the Men's club of the first Unitarian 
church, la»t night, his subject 
belnjc 


1 "Runia's Attitude Toward the 
War." 


It was the third In the series of ad- 
dreises from 
differing viewpoints on 


the great European conflict. 
Although 


a Russian Jew, Mr. Davis 
said 
he 


hoped Russia would not gain one Inch 
of territory as the result of the war. 
He said that while lie greatly admlrex 
the Russian people, he does not like 
the government of Russia. 
Speaking 


of the Russian peasantry, Mr. Davis 
said: 


"The Russian peasants are a simple, 


primitive people, and they live In no 
Kreatly 
advanced sanitary manner. 


Their sanitary systems are perhaps 
what the system of 
Lowell was 
40 


years ago. or even worse than that. 


"The peasants have had practically 


no educational advantages. 
In little 


towns the schools are maintained by 
the priests, and when the priests wish 
to go off to Warsaw, they KO, and the 
nchools are dosed. 
Tho schools are 


maintained for religious instruction, 
and If on« of the pupils learns to read 
and wrife It is by an accident. Rus- 
sia, with its 165.000,000 
Inhabitants, 


spends only a< much on education as 
does • our state of New York. One- 
third of the money received from tax- 
es of all kinds goes toward the sup- 
port, of the army, and 
one-thirtieth 


only goe» for the support of schools. 
Most of the schools maintained are In 
the larger cities. 


"The peasant lives in a hut of logs, 
' erected by himself, with the aid of 


other peasants. The holes are chinked 
•In with various things. 
This hut Is 


K*nerally of one big room, with the 
fireplace In the centre. 


"The control of the government of 


Russia has been very largely vested 
in the noblemen, the bureaucracy. It 
has been worse than was the old feu- 
dal system, and it has even degenerated 
below the worst days of that system 
Ih England.

There are many gratifying indications of returning ?Auity in this 


efafa and in all (lie New England states with regard to our railroad 
problems and in particular with regard to the Boston and Maine. 
The 


counter activities, hero and there, only serve to throw into stronger relief 
tlm constructive and cooperative spirit with which our public ineii and 
tho general public:, for that matter, regai;d the struggles of the Boston 
nnd Maine to recover lost ground and to become again a thriving property, 
advancing with (he advancement of business and giving an adequate 
return to tho stockholders. The results of carping criticism mid persistent 
hounding have been so well demonstrated, that anybody who ha's the best 
interests of New England at heart cannot he blind to the folly of the 
public spirit which largely brought about the present regrettable rail- 
road conditions. 


In his message to the legislature a few days ago, Governor Walsh 


gave, good example to all our people by refraining 
from making any 


definite or detailed plans for the rehabilitation of the Boston and Maine, 
merely calling attention to the fact ihat the trustees of the road would 
present their views in a few days and asking that those views be given 
prompt consideration. Ko one is anxious, apparently, the governor least 
of all, fo have, the st.'ite lake over the management of the Boston and 
Maine or to force it into a receivership, and the obvious course is to let 
railroad experts see what fhey can do to repair the wrongs of the last 
few years. The trustees of the Boston and Maine have given every indi- 
cation of their sincere and disinterested desire to restore the Boston and 
Maine while adhering .to the'spirit of the laws, and they are in a better 
position to suggest a construclivc policy than most of the railroad critics. 


The trustees of the road have now filed with the legislature the bill 


which (he governor referred to. It is the result of many weeks study and 
in its aims and possibilities is one of the most important pieces of legis- 
lation fo come before the legislature during the present session. 
It aims 


at reorganization without a receivership nnd its general object is not to 
give the details of the rehabilitation plans but to get permisson from the 
state to proceed with such rehabilitation without danger of state inter- 
ference. In the past not all the state meddling was injurious in its direct 
object, but lhe very fact that the railroad was met at every turn by some 
phase of obstructionist state legislation created a demoralized condition. 
As a result the state almost had the dubious satisfaction of seeing one 
of its greatest properties ruined without achieving any good thereby. 
Now, the stafe is given an opportunity to help those who are striving 
honestly lo build up the railroad by every legitimate means in their power. 
The bill just introduced asks that the railroad trustees be empowered 
to negotiate with the stockholders of the road as to the stock of leased 
lines, etc., without meeting legislative opposition. 
Similar bills will be 


.filed with the legislatures of Maine, Vermont and Xen- Hampshire. 


As an indication of n contrary spirit and one that can now serve no 


good purpose was a recent protest of some labor union against the alleged 
notion' of the railroad in employing men long'er than a certain statute 
allows. 
Even under normal conditions it is extremely difficult for rail- 


roads to be tied down to hard and fast labor rules, because of the quality 
'of much of the work, but trader present circumstances it were better for 
labor as well as for the road if the road officials be given a little more 
leeway than usual. It is now a period of delicate reconstruction and the 
public should endeavor to put aside prejudice and petty narrowness in 
their dealings with the Boston and Maine railroad and all who are striving 
to lift it out of the slough of despopd.

contained in the following clause: "lhe 
Individual has no inherent

Join lhe union and still remain in the 
employ of one who is unwilling to em- 
ploy a union man any more than the 
fame Individual has a right lo join the 
union without th? consent of that or- 
ganization." Tho decision was given 
after a consideration of lhe so-called 


organization as a condition of securing 
or continuing employment. This stat- 
ute of Kansas is now set at naught b> 
the supreme court. 


The decision will be an undoubted 


surprise to the labor circles of Massa- 
chusetts which has a statute similar 
to that of Kansas. No one can as yet 
foretell if tha ruling will inaugurate 
any change in our conditions or in our 


disinterested citizen cannot hut mar- 
vel that tlmo is taken so well by the 
forelock ancl wonder how mucli IB left 
of that promising direct primary Ideal 
which Is getting so many severe. Jolts. 


FOR LABOR UNIONS 


John D. Rockefeller, Jr., In a state- 


ment just made to (he commission on 
Industrial relations on the Colorado la- 
bor situation, spoke, so plainly of his 
attitude toward* labor 
unions 
that 


there is no mistaking his position. He 
declared himself to be "in favor of la- 
bor unions so long as their purpose 
was to promote Hie well-being of the 
employes and ihey had due regard for 
tho Interests of Uic public." As this 
principle is ope that the union heads 
can subscribe to fully, it ought not 
to be difficult for both (he employers 
and the employes In Colorado to find a 
common ground for tho settlement of 
disputes. It Is unfortunate 
that 
in 


their reading of what a labor union 
mplles. both sides in the famous Colo- 
rado controversies held contrary views 
and It Is to be feared that the differ- 
ences only became more aggravated 
as time dragged on. The strong and 
plain declaration o£

may be an entering wedge to the re- 
sumption of cordlnl relations and to 
the gradual dispelling .of the clouds 
that have BO long loured over Colorado.

tainty as to tho outcome."

of the Russian peasantry, Mr. Uavls 
said:

primitive people, and Ihey live In no 
preatly 
advanced 
sanitary 
manner. 


Their sanitary systems are perhaps 
what the system of 
Txjwell waa 40 


years ago, or even worse than thai. 


"Tho peasants have hart practically 


no educational advantages. 
In little 


ton-ns the schools aro maintained by 
tho priests, and when the priests wish 
to go off to Warsaw, they go, and the 
schools aro closed. 
Tho schools ara 


maintained 
for religious Instruction, 


and If one of the pupils learns to read 
and write it is by an accident. 
Rus- 


sia, with Its 165.000.000 
Inhabitants, 


spends only as much on education as 
does our state of Now York. One- 
third of the money received from ta!r- 
es of all kinds goes toward tho Blip- 
port of the 
army, and 
one-thirtieth 


only goes for the support of schools. 
Most of the schools maintained aro in 
the larger cities. 


"The peasant lives In a hut of logs, 


created hy himself, with the aid of 
other .peasants. Tho holes are chinked 
In with various things.- This hut Is 
generally of one MK room, with the 
fireplace In tho centre. 


"Tho control of tho government of 


Russia has been very largely vested 
In the noblemen, the bureaucracy. 
It 


has boon worse than was the old feu- 
dal system, and ft has oven degenerated 
below tho worst days of that system 
In England.

Relative to the charge that Russia 


mobilized before hostilities commenced, 
-Mr. Davis said: "Germany harj figured 
out for 20 years, down to n mathe- 
matical nicety, how her mobilization 
could he effected with such speed that 
time would be allowed her to get well 
into Russia before RussiaiV mobiliza- 
tion vvero completed. Germany allowed 
Russia two weeks for mobilization, and 
Russia mobilized In eight days. Ger- 
many figured out well for herself, but 
she didn't take into consideration the 
other country across the frontier. How 
Russia mobilized with such speed I 
lo not know, hut 1 know it was done. 


''I read, as does everybody, about 


the fighting which Is going on In Po- 
land, and I am. of the opinion that 
neither side is doing much fighting. I 
know what a Russian wlnicr Is, and 
I doubt that soldiers can do mprc thaa 
remain in the trendies, preparatory [o 
a spring cleaning. 


"It is my fondest hope and prayer 


that tiie allies win ID this svar—- no: 
that I want to see Russia win. because 
I do not want to sec Russia strength- 
ened. 
In caso that Russia, with her 


allies, does win. It will not bring dis- 
nsler as some ot you have feared. 
If 


Germany loses, militarism will 
have 


received such a blow that it will noi 
have strength to gel on its feet again 
for decades and decades. 
The one 


thing that brings men from all cor- 
ners of the earth to fight Germany is 
the desire, to crush militarism. When 
the simple Russian peasant says, '[ am 
in the fight because I (io not want my 
son to fight It over again,' then some 
idea of the Impelling spirit of 
tlu 


fighters against Germany may be ap- 
preciated."

districts, the reinstatement of evicted 
tenants, the establishment of a nation- 
al university and the 
grant of old 


age pensions— these offer amplo proof 
of Kngland's good faith on the matter 
of home rulo and of iier sincere en- 
deavor. to right the wrongs of the rust 
and Give Ireland a most liberal meas- 
ure of self-government, to tako effect 
at the end of the war. Thus the battle 
or freedom is practically achieved, yet 
some of Mr. Redmond's critics talk as 
f the Ireland of today had euddeniy 
been thrust back to the days o£ Oliver 
Cromwell.

the general public, for that matter, regard the struggles of the Boston 
and Maine to recover lost ground tint! to become agnin a thriving property, 
advancing with the advancement of business and giving on adequate 
return to tho stockholders. The results of carping criticism and persistent 
hounding have been so well demonstrated, that anybody who has the best 
interests oil New Knglnnd nt heart cannot be blind to the fojly of the 
public spirit which largely brought about the present regrettable rail- 
road conditions. 


In his message to tho legislature a few days ago, Governor Walsh 


gave good example io nil our people by refraining from making any 
definite or detailed phns for the rehabilitation of the Boston and Maine, 
merely calling attention to the fact that the trustees of the road would 
present their views in a few days and asking that these views be given 
prompt consideration. No one is anxious, apparently, the governor least 
of all, to have Ihc state lake over tho management of the Boston and 
Maine or to force it iulo a receivership, and the obvious course is to let 
railroad experts see what they can do to repair the wrongs of the last 
few years. The trustees of the Boston and Maine have given every indi- 
cation of their sincere and disinterested desire to restore the Boston nnd 
Maine while adhering to the spirit of the laws, and they are in R better 
position to suggest a cousiniclive policy than most of the railroad critics. 


The trustees of the road have now filed with the legislature the bill 


which the governor referred to. It is tho result of many weeks study and 
in ils aims and possibilities is one of the most important pieces of legis- 
lation to come before the legislature during the present session. 
It aims 


at reorganization without a receivership and its general object is not to 
give the details of the rehabilitation plans but to gel permisson from the 
stale to proceed with such rehabilitation without danger of slate inler- 
ferencc. In the past not all Hie state meddling was injurious in its direct 
object, but the very fact that the railroad was met at every turn by some 
phase of obstructionist slate legislation created a demoralized condition. 
As a. result the state almost had the dubious satisfaction of seeing one 
of its greatest properties ruined without achieving any good thereby. 
Now, the state is given an opportunity to help tliose who are striving 
honestly to build up the railroad by every legitimate means in their power. 
The bill just introduced asks that the railroad trustees be empowered 
io negotiate with the stockholders of Ihc raad as to the stock of leased 
lines, etc., without meeting legislative opposition. 
Similar bills will he 


filed with the legislatures of Maine, Vermont and New Hampshire, 


As an indication of a contrary spirit and one that can now serve no 


good purpose was a. recent protest of some labor union against the alleged 
action of the railroad in employing men longer than a certain statute 
allows. 
Even under normal conditions it is extremely difficult for rail- 


roads to he tied down to hard and fast Labor rules, because of the quality

paid tribute to tho explorer

Mawson and his party undertook 


tho work under tho patronage of the 
Australian government. The steamer 
Aurora, formerly plying in American 
waters, was tho ship that carried them 
to their base and finally brought them 
away. A midway base with a wireless 
relay station through which the party 
could keep In touch with civilization, 
was established at Maoquarlo Island, 
which was on the old sailing ship 
route 
between 
Australia and Cape 


Horn, and whoso beaches are 
lined 


with tha wrecks of many a ship. The 
main base was .established at 
Capo 


Dennlson, on the Antarctic continent, 
and a second base several 
hundred 


miles farther east. 


Pictures were brought back by Kir 


Douglas showing Iho nesting places 
of a number of birds of passage who 
KO to the Polar continent to nest and. 
whose eggs have never heen seen bo- 
fore. The birds and sea 
elephants 


•wero absolute strangers to fear, 
and 


would inspect the camera man with as 
much seeming interest as the camera 
man Inspected (hem. 


The character of the winds that blow 


on the edge o£ tho Antarctic continent 
was graphically shown by the 
fact 


that the men had to lean 'out upon it. 
at an angle of perhaps 15 degrees, to

camera could record anything but a 
blank when tho blizzard was at Us 
height. The hut which was the head- 
quarters of the party, had one window, 
which was in the roof.

Talking by telephone from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific is now an accomplished 
fact. 


_ The celebration of triis latest and greatest 


triumph in the art of telephony has just taken 
place. Within a short time the public will have, 
ready for its use, the product of American 
brains, American initiative and American scien- 
tific and technical skill, a transcontinental tele- 
phone service, the equal of which is not even 
approached in all the other nations of the world. 


It is a splendid scientific'achievement of the 


very highest character. The power that sends 
the human voice out over the telephone is scarcely 
greater than that of a breath, yet the means 
have been provided by which this tiny, almost 
imaginary impulse, made up of as many as 2,000 
separate vibrations a second, can be picked up 
by a delicate instrument, conserved over a dis- 
tance of 3,100 miles, and reproduced perfectly 
and instantly across the continent. The human 
voice has been made to travel as fast as light, 
faster than sound unaided by technical apparatus; 
indeed, it rivals THOUGHT even, in the swift- 
ness of its flight. 


The imagination can but feebly grasp, much, 


less attempt to measure, the far-reaching signifi- 
cance of such a tremendous accomplishment. 
One hundred million people will have' for their 
daily use a system of communication that knows 
no East, no West, no North, no South.
